NEW CALL MADE ON 
AGRICULTURE, 


The Board of Agriculjare announce 
that an arrangement has been made 
with the Ministry of National Ser- 
vice and the War Office for a definite 
number of 30,000 Grade 1 men to be 
made available from agriculture for 
military service not later than June 
30. It is hoped that the large majo- 
rity of these men will ba recruited | 
under the Proclamation Pe April 19, 
1918, calling up men born in the years 
1895-1899, but if the i number of 
men is not obtained under this Pro- 
lamation it will be necessary to ob- 
ain the remainder from men up to 
31. t is expected that additional 
labour, including a large number of 
prisonpns of war, will be made avail- 
able for agriculture, to take the place 
of the men urfently required for im- 
mediate military service.

The Premier’s Reply. 


“JI have been eestor unfairly,” said 
the Premier, anfid cheers, in reply- 
ing to Mr, Asquith, “for it was Gen. 
Maurice’s business to have come.to the 
Cabinet and say they had made a mis- 
take in the House on an important 
stafement.of fact. There was never a 
syllable until I eaw it in the papers.” 
Gen. Maurice, during the time he was 
in office, never challouged the state- 
ments of Ministers, The general held 
cffice for weeks after the speech he 
attacked was made. Gen. Maurice had 
trampled on the King’s Regulations 
and set an example of indiscipline to 
the whole of the Army. (Cheers.) 
“Cécoa-Press Slop.” 


Mr. Asquith had suggested that the. 
Press was all on the side of the Gov- j 
ernment, but since he personally had 
thrown himself into the vigorous 

rosecution of the war he had been 
Atansbad with coeoa-Press stop. Mr. 
Asquith’s Press had been arging the 
embarrassment cf the Government.

PENSION POINTS. 


Now that the alternate pension for 
widows has been placed on a better foot- 
ing it is more than ever necessary that 
they should understand—as apparently 
few do—how their husband’s pre-war 
earnings are.estimated. Ordinarily, they 
mean the average weekly earnings. of 
a soldier during the 12 months preceding 
the commencement of the war, and NOT 
ores his enlistment, a vastly dif- 
erent thing in many cases. . 

In the case of a man in a trade, busi- 
ness, or profession, the amount is estl- 
mated an the average profits of the last 
3 years preceding the comm-ncement of 
the war. If a man were not so engaged 
for 3 years before the war, then the 
average would he taken for the period he 
actually worked. 

Or take the case of a disabled soldier 
who at the commencement of the war wa 
serving, and had already served at least 
one Pes as an apprentice in any recog- 
nised trade. Well, his “pre-war earn- 
ings” would be assumed to be the stan- 
dard rate of wages of that trade in the 
district at the time of the commence- 
ment of the war-—always provided that 
the man’s enlistment took place before 
the ags.of 26, In addition, he must either 
have completed his -apprenticeship or 
muss be incapable of completing it by 
reason of his disablement. 

Two other concessions granted. under 
the new Pensions Warrant are but im- 

erfectly understood by many widows. 
The first is that an adition of Is. 3d. a 
week may be made’ to the pension 
granted for harself—but no addition to 
children’s 1 ensicns!—when she reaches 
the age of 45. The second point is that 
to any widow an allowance not exceed- 
ing 12s, 6d per week for a period, which 
must not exceed 13 weeks as a-rule, may 
bè granted whilst she is undergoing any

REFUCEE’S SAD TRIALS. 


‘COURT GIVES HER A CHANCE TO 
RECOVER. 

The sad misfortunes which have 
befallen a Belgian refugee named 
Rene de Ruyter (50) were related at 
London Sessions, when she pleaded 
pui to a charge of stealing 2 pieces 
of silk and 4 pairs of gloves, value 
£2 4s. 6d., the property of Selfridge 
and Co., Oxford-st—Mr. Cecil White- 
ley, who defended, said that_a series 
of calamities had left accused hardly 
responsible for her actions. She was 
the wife of a successful business man 
in Belgium, and all her relatives were 
of high position. Some years ago, in 
the space of 5 days, she lost her 
father and mother and a brother, who 
was an Army officer. Afterwards she 
was in a railway accident when 800. 
persons were killed, but fortunately 
she escaped injury. _Her husband 
was now a prisoner in Belgium. When 
they were still in Antwerp their 
house was destroyed by a bomb; and 
when the Germans took the towm she 
succeeded in getting to Holland. 
Since she had n in London she 
had been iradia. at a house in West- 
minster where Belgians of the better 
class weré cared for. If allowed to go 
to friends, there would be a chance

DETENTION OF CIRLS 
UNDER 18. 


In moving the second reading of 
the Criminal Law Amendment Bill 
in the House of Lords Viscount Sand- 
hurst said the Bill adopted several 
of the proposals contained in the 
Bill brought in by’ the Bishop of 
London 4 years ago. It made the 
consent of a girl of 16 no defence to 
a charge of indecent assault; amd it 
abolished the defence of reasonable 
belief that a girl was above the age 
of consent, Clause 3 gave power to 
order the detention of girls under 18 
in certain cases. They might be de- 
tained in a home in liew of punish- 
ment; but that course would be 
taken only after careful investigation 
by a probation officer or a committee 
of which 2 members would be women. 
In the case of a fine the first thing 
a girl did was to rush to the streets 
to recoup herself, and if she was sent 
to prison she often learned more of 
vice than if. she remained outside. 
This might be punishment, but ®t was 
not improvement. It was suggested 
that no girl would be safe, and that 
if she was innocently waiting for a 
friend or peering into a-shop window 
she would be liable to be seized an 
incarcerated. The police had, how- 
ever, t prove that she was a prosti- 


tute, so he did not think there was 
ground for apprehension on the part 
of a respectable person.—The Bill

The Criminal Appeal Court dis- 
missed the appedl of Ernest Johnson, 
wlo had been sentenced by Justice 
Lush at tha Central Criminal Court 
to 7 years’ penal servitude for uttering 
a forged 10s. note. Clara Johnson, 
his wife, who had been sentenced to 
12 months for uttering the note, was 
refused leave to appeal. Justice Dar- 
ling remarked that at the, trial the 
woman asked the judge to. pass the 
sentence of 7 years’ penal vitude 
upon her, and to sentence the man to 
12 months, as she was younger. His 
lordship asked her if she was still of 
the -same opinion. - The female 
prisoner replied in the negative. She 
stated that she had 3 gear and 
was anxious to get out of prison to 
see them. The male prisoner ad- 
dressed the court at some length, eriti- 
cising the summing-up o ustice 
Lush at the trial. The evidence given 
at the Old Bailey was to the effect 
that the woman sought to pass one of 
the forged notes, but it was detected 
by a tradesmen, who called a con- 
stable.

POSED AS LIEUTENANT. 


AUSTRALIAN’S MASQUERADE. 
“Tt seemed to be in the man’s blood 
to deceive people,” observed the West- 
minster magistrate of Reuben Keirl

ship’s steward, charged with unlaw- 
fully wearing the uniform of an officer 
of the Imperial Australian Transport 
Service.
